THE AFFAIR IN THE FATSHAN CREEK. 

In our last number we described low, just before daybreak on the Ist | 
of Jane, the little British fleet im the Canton Rover advanced un the Pate | 
shan Creek, in order to capture a fort, on an advanced elevated point, 
which commanded the approach to the position oceupiel by the Ciitnese 
junks, The reader will remember that, when within about 1,500 yards 
of the tort, the Coromandel grounded on a barrier of sunken junks filed | 
with stones, and the enemy opened fire. The linding party of seamen 
and marines were immediately got into the boats, and sent a-head. and under 
a heavy fire of round and grape, in which the junk fleet joined, the fort 
was almost immediately taken, Commodore Eilivit setting the good es- 
ample of being one of the first in possession. 

As soon as Commodore Keppel perceived the men ascending the heights, 
he advanced up the channel on the east side of MMyacinth Island, with the 
gun and other boats of the Qnd, 8rd, and 4th divisions. With the excep. 

ion of the Uangh/y and Plover, the gun-boats soon growaded, but, ac- 
cording to instructions, the boats were pushed ahead. ‘The junks, which 
were admirably moored in position to enfilade the whole of the attacking 
force, soon opened a very heavy fire, keeping it up with great epirit until 
the boats were close alongside, when the crews commenerd to abandon 
their vessels, and to effect their eseape across the paddy fields, ‘Tne blow. 
ing up of one or two junks fastened tis movement. In about twenty 
minutes our men had possession of fifty junks. 

Leaving the 3rd and 4th divisions to secure the prizes, Commodore 
Keppel then proceeded about three miles further wy the creek, where 
more mast-heads were visible, and found twenty junks moored across 
the stream in a very strong position, from waieh they opened such a 
destructive fire, that he was obliged to retire and wail ‘or reinforcements, 
‘The launch of the Calcuffa was sunk by a round shot, the Commodore's 
galley had three round shot through her, and several other boats were 
much injured. On additional boats coming up, the Commodore shifted 
to the Caleuffa’s back barge, and again advanced, and, afier a severe 
action, the enemy gave way. They were pursued as far as Fatshan, 
a distance o: seven miles, and seventeen junks esptoied ard. burnt. 
in consequence of orders not to molest this large and important city, 
the three junks which passed through the creek on whieh it 1s built 
effected their escaped. The result of the expedition, however, was the 
capture of between seventy and eighty heavily-armed junks, mount. 
jug on an average from ten to fourteen guns (many of them long 32- 
pounders), nearly all of European manulacture.

THE DANUBIAN PRINCIPALITIES.

Russia 1N Asta.—The © Nord” says:—* Several ‘orsign jonrnals have re- 
cently spoken of a desceat which the Russians are said to have attempted on the 
southern bank of the Caspian Sea, forming part of the Rmasian territory. Ac- 
counts from St. Petersburg explain this fact, and place the flair in ise true 
light. The Persian province of Astrabad is infested by hordes of Turconans, who 
do not confine themselves to milage, but even carry off men and ¢mdemn them 
to slavery. Among others a Russian courier teil into their hands, In con. 
sequence the Russian commandant of the maritime station of Astrabad 
attacked and took possession of the stronghold of these briginds, rongtly chas- 
tised them, and delivered the prisoners, ameng whom were several Russian and 
Persian subjects.” 

Revo.r iN MApAGAscAR.—A revolt has broken ont in the province of 
Emirne, Madagascar. Upwards of 4,000 insurgents had made their appenre 
ange before the Queen, claiming protection agaist the brutality of her dele 
gates in the provinces. But not only were their complamts unattended to, 


but 1,800 were arrested and thrown into confinement, to be put to deata on 
the 1st of June, at the fete of *Yhe Bath.” The accounts received proceed 
to say: —“ It appears, however, that Prince Rakoute, on learning this decision 
of the Queen, formally protested against so sanguinary an order, and aflirmed 
that the execution should not take place. He added that already too much 
blood had been shed by his mother’s government, and that it was his firm in- 
tention for the future to see that a more humane and more equitable 
system of administration sliould he acted on with respect to the Hova people.

SHIPBUILDING IN AmeRICA AND Great Batrarn.—The “ New York Diily 
Times,” and the “Journa! of Commerce,” depiore the inability of United Stats 
shipowners to compete with the iron-bmlt propelier sieamere of Buitish 
struction, Which are now taking so large a sliare of the Atlantictrade. The 
“Lt is distinctly recognised (and predictions are alresdy made that we only see 
the beginning of the end), that suiling vessels must gradualiy yet inevitab.y dis- 
appear from the Atlantic betore the omnipolent power of steam. While meny of 
our finest ships are lying idie, there are stated to he upwards of eighty steaniers 
being built in the ports of Great Britain alone, ll but two or three being screw 
propellers; and many of them intended for the Atlantic trade. In other words, 
they are intended to beat our suing ships out of the market, and they do leat 
them. Whatis to be done? [ft anyonestll believes that we can build steamvrs 
to compete with the irou-built steamers of England, we can only refer lim tothe 
experience of every compeny Who live navigated the Atlantic. It has been lous 
admitted on all hands that paddle steamers cannot ve employed at a protit with 
out a government subsidy. Serew-propellers can, and hence the phenomenen 
now witnessed in Enelind of the all but universal adoption of the screw. but 
wooden vessels are too beavy for rapid screw propulsion. An experiment mite 
by one company of building half their screw steamers of wood has proved a 
failure, and was abandoned after oue or two vessels had been constructed, sud 
iron is now the only material used. There is not a single serew-propeller on the 
stocks in this country for tie European trade; there are upwards of eiliey in 
Pngland. The obvious and unavoidable conclusion is, that we cannot build them 
without Joss.” 

THR WinkS WE DRink.—A great sensation has been caused at Oporto by the 
discovery of extensive frauds in the wine trade. It appears that mixtures to i= 

resent port wine are mauufactured in England and Hamburg, and sent out i 
ihips to Oporto, wien by means of falsified certificatys the mixtures are imported 
nto England as port wine. About three thousand pipes of these mixtures are 
now in London, Ten pipes of the mixturrs have been seized by the customs at 
Oporto on board a ship from England. The captain declared he had the pipeson 
board mereiy to give the wine the benefit of a sea voyage. The mixture has been 
tested, and found to be a composition of bad alcohol, molasses, and the essence 
of tar. The Portuguese authorities refuse to give un the ten pipes. There can 
be no doubt but that they would have been imported into England and sold is 
the veritable production of the Douro shipped at Oporto.

THE THAMES AND THE METROPOLITAN SEWAGE. 

Tuk Metropolitan Board of Works having presented to Sir Benjamin Halla 
plan for the diseharge of the sewage into the Thames, near Erith, the First Com- 
mussioner of Works handed this proposal to three gentlemen—Captain Douglas 
Galt, Mr. James simpson, and Mr. Thomas E. Blackwell,—who were to report 
on the practicability and efficacy of the scheme, and, tf possible, to devisea more 
perfect measure. Having given to the subject the study of half-a-yesr, these 
voutlemen have recently handed in their renort, They say in emphatic terms that 
the evil is even wreater than had been imagined, and that the proposed method of 
deslingwithit, although venerally correc! iu principle. is notof sniticient magnitude. 
Besides the varions districts of the metropolis, hereare mimerous villages and towns 
around London whicndischarge theirsewage through the marshdrainsinto: heriver, 
and which were not incluved in the sewage svsicm proposed by the Metropolitan 
Board of Works. In this way, and als) through undcr-estimates of ano’ her kind, 
the plan af the Board did not provide for tle removal of # sutlicient quantity of 
sewage from the districts hitherto drained by the Thames, and which exert such 
a universal influence on the river, that the water all the way up to Kew is 
proved to contam almost t me amount of putrescent matter as at London 
Bridee itselt. While, too, the plan thus fai!s in compietely draming the Thames 
valley of its refuse, it still more egregiously fails in proposing to discharge the 
aceregated filth into the river in the neighbourhood of Erith—a point which is 
had, for the double reason that itis too near to London, and that the torce of the 
stream is there peculiarly weak. They are also of opinion “That the best out- 
fillon the nor hi side is a place between Mucking Lighthouse and Thames Haven, 
in Sea Reach, considerabty below Gravesend. and that the best ourfallonthe south 
side is Higham Creek, in the Lower Hope.’

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THE STORY OF THE GREASED CARTRIDGES. 

The whole history of the greased cartridges has now been told in a cor- 
respondenee just laid before Parlianent. I begins with a letter from

fore been always used for cartridges.” Another witness has no objection 
to biting the cartridge, but could uot do it, as the other men would o ject 
to it. So ended the inquiry. 

Jt is impossible to doubt, however, that cartridges and Christianity were 
only the excuse for displaying a long-cherished discontent, or at most 
merely gave the last impulse to the movement. On the L0th of February 
a Jemadar of the 341h Regiment revealed some proceedings in which ie 
had borne a part. He deposed that on the dth, the day before the Court 
of Inquiry in which the senoy witnesses ligured, two or three men had 
come to him and made him accompany them to the parade-ground, where 
he found a great crowd assembled, composed of the men of the diilrieat 
regiments at the station. They had their heads tied up with cloths, so that 
only a small part of the tace was exposed. They said they were deter- 
mined to die for their religion, and that “if they could make an arranve- 
ment that evening the next night they would plunder the station and kill 
all the Europeans, and then they could go where they liked.” About 300 
men were assembled, ‘This state of things eontinuing until the 26th of 
February, Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell ordered the 19th Regiment to parade 
onthe following morning. ‘The percussion caps were to be issued that even- 
ing. When the time came the men refused to receive them. Tne Colonel 
ordered thatthe L1th Regiment of Irregular Cavalry shou d be on the spot 
to mtimidate the mutineers, if necessary, and that the guns should be pre- 
sent at the same time. Between ten and eleven o'clock the men of the 
19th Regiment took forcible possession of their muskets and ammunition, 
and carried them to their lines. The next day the guns were got ready, 
and the officers proceeded to the parade-ground, where they found the men 
in undress, hut armed, formed in line, and shouting. ‘The officers were 
threatened if they came on. Lieutenaat-Colonel Mitchell then commanded 
then to lay down their arms. ‘The native officers said the men would re- 
fuse to do so ia presence of the Artillery and Cavalry. These were then 
withdrawn, and the men yielded. The regiment was subsequently dis- 
banded, and tie movement was begun, 

Many of onr readers have probably wondered what are t] ose new-fangled 
cartridges of which so much has been heard (unhappily), sad why they are 
greased, ‘These questions are thus answered. 

The cartridge used with the Entield-Pritchett rifle contains a piece of 
lead called a ball, one inch in length, and rather more than a quarter of 
an inch in diameter at the base; the hase is concave, the point being con- 


vex. This ball so closely fits the bore of the rifle, that the whole force of 


the powder being expended at the concave end, produces a slight expen- 
sion, filling the grooves of the bore, and preventing any “ windage ” or loss 
ol the exploding powder. Now it was found necessary to have one end of 
the cartridge vreased at one end, to lubricate the bore and prevent the ad- 
hesion of any portion of the lead in the grooves. In using this cartridge, 
it is necessary to b te off the top as heretofore, and pour in the powder ; 
and the sepoys object to touch the defiling thing,

Taree 
such mc nsters as th se cescribed by the prisoner’s counsel could not exist; or if 
they did, it was scarcely likely that they would concoct a stors that would not 
leave them open to contradiction, The Learned Counsel proceeded to answer 
otter points i: the speech for the d fence. He said he was not prepared tor the 
announcement that Lucy Spoilen’s evidence hav been recooked between a justice 
and bis cierk. He would ask, were the child’s inaccuracies designed, or was it 
intended to reject her whole evidence mere y because she spoke with wi certainty 
in one particular? The next matter of importyece was the finding of the ham- 
mer end razor. He (Mr. Brewste:) concurred with Mr Curran in betieving that 
one o! the hammers in court was used io the murder, and that there was not the 
slightest evidence to prove that it had ever been Spoilen’s; but he could not con- 
cur with him in his views about the razor, for the man who threw the razors into 
the canal did so believing that he consigned them to obscurity, and therefore 
there was nothing oy posed tothe belief that Spollen would cast them there. Mr 
Brewster concluded with an appeal to the jury to do their duty. 


THE VERDICT. 


The case being closed late on Monday evening, Judge Monahan deferred his 
summing up till the next morning, when he weut with great care through the 


whole of the evidence. 

The jury then retired, taking with them the hammers and razors, About an 
hour after they returned, and handed in a v rdict of “ Not Guilty.” 

The prisoner, who was standing at the time, suddenly lifted his right hand in | 
aconfused manner above his head, then struck the dock rail, and after one or 
two convulsive sobs sink into the arms of the turnkeys behind him, exclaiming 
aloud, while his tears flowed copiously, “ My children! my children!” He then 
appeared to faint. After he had recovered a little, by the assistance of the 
jailer, who gave him water to drink, and cooled his forehead with wet cloths, the 
prisoner rose, and said :— 

“ My Lords and Gentlemen,—I find [ am not exactiy myself. My convictions 
are that I have stood before twelve of my countrymen with hippy homes them- 
selves. I thought they would have taken my case into their serious considera- 
tion. 1 will not condemn a woman, but it is a dreadful thing to be in the hands 
of a female tigre I should return thanks to the two gentlemen, the pillars of 
the law, upor the bench. I am too sensitive, perhaps, when I say the Crown 
blackened my character toc much, but I have eseay d, ‘banks ang praise to the 
Almiyhty God. My character seems irretrievably impaired. If Tecan I will re- 
tire to some colony, where | can eke out a trifling subsistence. 1 hope 1 will be 
In my power to do 80, I return thanks to the gentlemen of the press for the 
manner in which they have beeo silent during my incarceration.” 

The excitement and attention which were produced in the crowded eourt, 
during this scene, were, it need not be said, very marked.

Nota foreigner comes to the lobby but may have a chat with the 
oid General—turbaned Turk, strangeiy-tiled Parsee, Iindoo Rajah, or 
swailow-tailed European—it’s all the same to General Thompson, The 
Honourable and Gallant Gentleman does uot often speak now, but when he 
does he generally utters something that cleaves into the very heart of the 
que-tion, ‘Take, for instance, his saying about the Chinese poisonings— 
© 800 poisoned and not one dead P Why, L will defy all the physicians in 
Europe to poison three hundred people, aud not hill one.” The old gentle 
man shakes his head over this Indian mutiny. “Ah,” said he toa triend 
of ours,“ there must have been something wrong going on; for those 
sepoys, if they had been kindly treated, would much rather have 
nursed the babies than shot the fathers and mothers.’ And then 
he went on to tell the following story as an illustration of the danger 
of interfering with the religious feelings of the natives:—* Whin 
I was in India, 1 was going one day to my tent, and seeing a circle of 
earth with a fire in the middie, I jumped over it; and what was my sué 
prise to receive soon after a deputation of sepoys to inform me that by so 
doiny I had so polluted their dinner which was cooking that the whole of 
it had been thrown away. ‘ Well, said 1, ‘what am I todo?’ *Oh!? 
said the speaker, ‘the sahib must give us money to buy us another dinner, 
which request of course L immediately complied with.” ‘The old General 
is now seventy-four years, but Time has laid his hand lightly upon him. 
He can attend the House from four til three in the morning, and then 
walk home.

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
THE DIVORCE BILL, 

The House went again into commitiee upon the Divorce aud Matrimonial 
Causes Bill, resuming the consideration of the important 25th clause, which 
evacts that a wife may petition for a dissolution of her marriage on the ground 
that her husband had been guilty of incestuous adultery, or higamy, or adultery 
coupled with ernelty, or adultery coupled with desertion, 

Lord J. MANN&RS proposed to add another ground, “adultery committed in 
the conjugal resi pe.” 

The Avroanr N&RAL Opposed this amendment, which was supported by 
Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Drummond, Mr. Napier, Mr, Ayrton, acd Mr. Henley. 

The Loxb-Abvocatr gave apparently a reluctant opposition to the amend- 
meut, avowlug his approval of the divorce law of Scotland, which recognised the 
principle that the rights of the two sexes ought to be equal. 

Fue AvroRNsy-GeneRaL said that to admit tuis new ground of divorce was 
beyond his limited function in takmg charge of the bill, 

Lord PaLMeaston remarked that the proposal to multiply the grounds of 
divorce came with wn ill grace from those who maintained the indissolubility of 
marriage, and that the amendment would give rise to opportunities and means 
of collusion between parties. His Loruship consented, nevertheless, on the parts 
of the Government, to waive objection to it, 

The ATTORNEY-GeNKRAL suggested that the terms of the amendment would 
permit a divorce upon a single act of adultery, and proposed to amend it by sub- 
stituting “adultery by the husband with a mistress kept by him in the same 
house with the wife.” 

Mr. Henusy objected that this would fritter down the amendment, and render

The AtroRNEY-GeNERAL thereupon withdrew his proposition, and the amend- 
ment as originally moved was agreed to.

Mr. [1eNLEY mov ail the omission of the words, ‘ desertion without reasonable 
excuse,’ suggesting the diflicuity of defining the term “desertion.” 

The Arrorney-GENERAL observed that where a husband ceased to live with 
his wife without the intention of returning he would have deserted her, aud the 
Court would collect from the tacts whether there was an animus deserendi. 

The amendwent was ultimately withdrawn, 

Mr. Burr moved to include among the grounds entitling a wife to petition 
for a divorce “adultery coupled with agyravated ill-treatment of such a nature as 
ought in the opinion of the Court to entitle her to such divorce.” 

‘This amendment was opposed as too general and indefinite, and ag nullifying 
all the rest of the clause. It was negatived by 137 to 41. 

Mr. Cox moved that the Chairman report progress, Mr. GLADSTONE seconded 
the motion, which was agreed to. Soon after the House adjourned.

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OBITUARY. 

Croker, Richt Honovaasie Jounx Wiison,—On Monday, the 10th 
instant, this well known member of the old Tory party, died at Sir Wilham 
Wightman’s villa, St. Alban’s Bank, Hampton, Middiesex. Mr. Croker had 
been in declining health for some ths pest, and had removed from Ken- 
sington Palace to Judge Wightman’s villi within the last week for a change 
of air and scene. The deceased was son of Mr. John Croker, Surveyor- 
General of Ireland, and was born in December, 17S0, in County Galway, Ireland. 
He was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, where he greatly distinguished him- 
self, and in 1802 was called to the Lrish bar. Mr. Croker entered the House of 
Commons in 1807 for Downpatrick. He sat in eight successive parliaments, 
having represented the University of Dublin, Yarmouth, Athlone, and Bodmin. 
Mr. Croker retired after the election of 1552, when be sat with the Marquis of 
Douro (now Duke of Wellington) for the disfranchised borough of Aldborough, Suf- 
folk. It will be remembered that Mr. Croker was, from his introduction into 
public life, a vreat friend of the Duke of York, In 1509, he wag appointed Se- 
cretary of the Admiralty, which appointment he beld until 1830, having in June, 
152s, been made a Privy Councillor. He was a Fellow of the Royal Society (1810) 
DC.L, LL.D. a Fellow of the Asintic Society, and of other learned institutions. 
Mr. Croke: was a constant contributor to the pages of the “Quarterly Review,” 
the chief of his papers being on subjects of hisiorical and political interest. In 
1531 he published an edition of “ Boawell’s Life of Jolinson,” which received a 
severe lashing trom the hands of Macaulay in the rival pages of the “ Edin- 
burgh.” His poems of Ulm,” and “ Trafalgar,” avd “ The Battle of Talavera,” 
are the best known and most admired of his writings in verse. He also wrote « 
highly-popular little work, entitled * Stories from the History of England,” in 
which high Tory principles are inculcated. This little volume, Sir Walter Scott 
telis us in bis pretace, he took as a mode! in composing his “ Tales of a Grand- 
father.” The following is a list of the eliet of Mr. Croker’s publications, in addi- 
tion to those already mentioned :—A Reply to the Letters of Malachi Mala- 
growther;” “Miltary Events of the French Revolution of 1830;” “ Letters 
on the Naval War with America;” and ius of Prafalgar.” He 
also edited the “Suffolk Papers.” “Lady Hervey’s Letters,” “Lord Her- 
vey’s Memoirs of the Reign of George 1” An annotated edition of Pope's 
works, by Mr. Croker, was announce in 1556, and also a collected edition of 
contributions to the “Quarterry Review,” a8 a Conservative antidote to those of 
Macaulay, Brougham, Sydney Smith, and ckintosh. A translation of Count 
Montaleimbert’s work on the “ Future of tad,” pubhehed under Mr. Cro-

Ue was the eldest: son of 
Prince Lucien, brother of the first’ Kinperor Napoleon, and consequently cousin 
fothe present Emperor of the Freneh. Me was born in 1803, and married the 
Princess Zeuaide, only daughter of Joseph Buonaparte, King of Spain, but was 
leita widower in sok He has left a tanaly of eizht children, of whom the 
eldest, Prince Joseph Lucien Charles Buonaparte, holds a commission in the 
French army; and the second, Prince Lucien Louis Joseph, has embraced the 
clerical life, and holds the office of a Chamberlain in the Household of his Holi- 
hess Pope Pius IX., and is expected before long to be elevated to the purple. 
The death of the Privee of Cauino was occasioned by dropsy on the chest, under 
which he had been 2 long time suffering. He was a distinguished savant, and a 
corresponding member of most of the learned societies and academies of Europe 
and America; and his works on watural history, or more pasticulatiy on orni- 
thology, are spoken of as some of the most valuable of recent contributions to 
scientific literature. 

Picot, Six W.—On the s0th ult., in Ebury Street, Pimlico, aged eighty-one, 
died Admiral Sir Hugh Pigot, K.C.H. Le was son of the late Viee-Admiral J. 
H. Pigot, by his second wite, the daughter of Sir K. Wellesley, Bart., and was 
bora in 1777. He entered the navy in 1788. and served on the Newfoundland 
station, Ile was subsequently engaged im the operations on the coast of Cor- 
sica under Lord Nelson in 179, aud captured several Frenen ships. Heattained 
the rank of commander in 1502, and tis active servicers extended over a period 
oO more than fifty years, He was commander-in-chiet on the Lrish coast from 
1844 to Ih47, and enjoyed # good-service pension of £300 a year. 

Bapuam, Dk —On the 27th ult. aged 51, died Dr. David Charles Badham. 
He was a son of the late Professor of Medicine in the University of Glasgow, and 
was a constant contributor of literary and scientific articles to the paves of 
“ Blackwood” and “Fraser.” He was educated at Kton and Oxford, and held 
for some time a travelling fellowslip in that University. He alterwards was 
ordained by the late Bishop Stanley of Norwich, and held the curacies of Wy- 
mondham and Rast Bergholt. His loss wiki be much regretted im literary circles. 

BarkLy, Lapy.—On April 17th, at Toorak, near Melbourne, Australia, aged 37, 
dicd Lady Barkly. fer Ladystip was Elizabeth Helen, second daughter of the 
late Joon Francis Timins, Esq., of Hilltield, Aldenham, Herts, and was married 
in 1840 to Sir Henry Barkly, the recently-xppointed Governor of Victoria, who 
formerly was M.P. for Leominster, aud afterwards held the posts of Governor of 
British Guiana and Jamaica. Her Ladyship died in her confinement, and on the 
17th of the same month died also her infant son, 

Cook, Miss.—On the 26th ult., at Folkestone, Kent, aged 104 years, died Miss 
Anne Cooke. She was born on the sth of September, 1753, nearly seven years 
before the accession of King George LIL, avd deserves a place in ovr Obituary 
as having enjoyed the singular privilege of living under five crowned heads, in- 
cluding her present Majesty’s grandfather, whose reign was the longest of all our 
list of sovereigns since the Norman conquest.

ACCIDENT TO THE ATLANTIC CABLE. 

A sFconD accident has occurred to the Atlantic Telegraph Cable. On Tuesday 
at about F A.M. the signals which had been constantly exchanged between tue 
ships and the shore suddenly ceased. It was subsequently ascertained that the 
cable had broken, and that a length of about 300 miles had been lost. A consider- 
able part of this may be recovered, it is said. 


THE BENGAL ARMY. 

In No. 116 of the “ [llustrated Times” we published an engraving which 
depicted the various descriptions of Naive Lafantry troops comprised in 
the regular army of India. We now give what may be regarded as a com- 
panion to this subject, namely, & representation of the mounted troops 
forming the regular and irregutar cavalry of the Bengal Presidency. 

Sir Charles Napier was accustomed to say, on the authority of a return 
prepared at his instance, while commander-in-chiet in India, that the armed 
force, paid, equipped, and officered by the English Government of India, 
rather exceeded 400,000 men ; and it appears from an abstract of the armed 
force in the pay o! the native princes of India, published some time since 
in the “ Friend of Inaia,” that the number of the latter also rather exceeds 
400,000, According to these authorities, there are therefore upwards of 
800,000 troops in India ; and the question of what proportion of these we 
shall have to fight in order to re-establish our rule, is every day becoming a 
more critical one. 

About half of the above total of the Company’s forces, and considerably 
more than half of the total forces of the native princes, is distributed 
over the Bengal Presideney and its dependencies, and the adjoining native 
states. 

The armed force officered by British officers in Bengal and its depend- 
encies consists, first, of the regular army; secondly, ot the irregular and 
local corps; and thirdly, of the so-called contingents of the dependent 
native states. The regular force of Bengal comprises 74 regiments of in- 
fantry and 10 of cavalry—total, 84 regiments. Tne irregular and local 
force of 69 regiments (42 of infantry and 27 of cavalry) ; and the contingent 
of 25 regiments (16 of cavalry and 9 of infantry). hese numbers are in 
each case exclusive of the artillery, 

The 94 regiments thus constituting the irregular and contingent force 
are entirely officered by picked men selected from the officers of the St 
regiments of the regular army, and to this dram on the British element 
of the latter force is to be added that of the wholg staff of an army 
aggregating 200,000 men, nearly 200 officers (also picked men) employed 
on civil and diplomatic duty, and 300 or 400 on sick leave or furlough. 
According to the “Indian Register” of the present year, the Bengal army 
is distributed over 122 military stations, including some of the posts of the 
irregular force. 

The loss of the 90,000 men composing the regular army of Bengal is 
viewed by all old Indians, even by Bengal otlicers, as ua fail accompli ; 
for if we have not to fight them in the field, we shall have to wateh them 
in cantonments, which is worse; at all events, none o! tiem can ever 
be trusted again. And it yet remains to be seen whether the disaffection 
of the regular troops will spread—first, to the still more numcrous irregular 
and contingent force of the Bengal Vresidency; secondly, to the uative 
states ; and, thirdly, to the armies of Madras and Bombay,

DISAPPOINTMENT FROM INDIA. 

Even of those who meritoriously prepsre for the worst, few will 
peruse the telegraphic despateh from India which our columns this 
week contain without a fecling of profound disappointment, “ De- 
lays are dangerous” is a most fam’hiar saying, aud of such constaat 
application that we may well be supposed to bave discovered all its 
point in all possible bearings; the position of affairs in India, how- 
ever, gives it a meaning much wider, luckily, than we are accustomed 
to regard it with, and we saw wecks ago that delay is sometimes de- 
struction. Delay it is, in fact, which we have all along been hoping 
against and striving against, since the first melancholy rumours of 
the Indian revolt became confirmed. We knew well that while it 
was indeed necessary to put forth our best energies here at home in 
order to quell the muiiny—to vather fleets aud cquip armies, and to 
despatch them in rapid order under the command of our most 
approved generals—that a single blow strnck immediately and 
decisively at the head of the revolt by our troops on the spot, 
would be worth all thes» reinforcements could conquer in 
six monthe. Therefore, while the country has 
complete satisfac.ion the larze aud prompt measures of our Govern- 
ment at home, while no man in England doubted tor amoment, even 
that if not Beugal alone, but al] India, were to rise in revolt, all In- 
dia would speedily undeigo once more a complete and satisfactory 
subjugation—the hope still was that the mutineers would receive off- 
hand a clear foretasie of the ivevitable result, News of the fall of 
Delhi was not more confidently than anxicusiy expectes by the mail 
which arrived about a fort..ight since; but we then heard that the blow 
had yet to be given, while our anxiety was justified by the intelli-

THE LITERARY LOUNGER, 
THE MAGAZINES AND SERIALS, 

Biackwoop opens this month with the third part of Sir kb. Bulwer 
Lytton’s novel, “ What will he do with it2””) Although the instalment is 
long, the story does not progress much, the whole of the part being devoted 
tu a description of one of those strange, gifted, morose men of intellect, 
guaweu by the working of some powerful and seeret grie{—a character 
which the readers of Bulwer are pretty familiar with. The writing is 
subdued and philosophical, with rather less than the usual amount of 
wedantry, ‘The second article upon the “ Manchester Exhibition, and the 
Tings School and its tendencies,” is one of the most able and diserimi- 
nating erit eal papers upon art that L have ever had the pleasure of perus- 
ing. ‘The remarks upon “'Purner and the pre-Raphaelites” are particularly 
worthy of the notice of the art-student; as is also the analysis of “ Art in 
Nature and Nature in Art.” The paper upon “ Homer” which follows, 
refers to Professor Wilson, of course, with pardonable praise ina writer for 
“Blackwood,” and treads in the steps of the “ Quarterly,” but apotheosising 
the great Greek bard. Great and mysterious he was without doubt—popular 
he never will be. No.3 of * Scenes of Clerical Life” continues the story of 
“Janet's Repentance.” This number leads up to, rather than reaches, 
that part of the narrative which promises to be the most interesting, as 
giving scope for the force and pathos of the writer. ‘The fitth paper is part 
3 of Afoot.” I have before spoken in high praise of these articles, and I 
see no reason to withdraw whiat L have said. ‘* Blackwood” has always ex- 
celled in travel sketches, and these are fully equal to any that have gone 
before them, We are in Portugal—no very new ground to break, the 
reader will say—but let the cockney tourist and in ending scribbler read 
the description of the old church where Columbus was married, and that 
other old church where Vasco de Gama received the bened’ctions of the 
Priests before going out upon his great enterprise, and see what a good 
pen, backed by a sympathetic heart, can do with old materials, The de- 
ightful naturalist, who treats us to “ Sea-side Studies,” is this month in 
Jersey, where he finds more food for his pen than in the Seilly Isles. The 
closing article is a continuation of the review of the lite of Sir Charles J. 
Napier, and ample justice is done in it to that impulsive man of action, 

In Bentiry the chief articles are the continuation of Mr. Dudley Cos- 
tello’s novel, the “ Millionaire of Mincing Lane,” and a paper upon Mr, 
Chas. Kean by Mr. J. P. Grinstead, which, while it pays all due respect to 

r. Kean’s estimable private character, is one of the most digressive speci- 
mens of this rambling species of literature. 

CoLBURN’s most ambitious paper this month is an article upon Douglas 
Jerrold by “Sir Nathaniel,” which has little critical analysis, and scarcely 
rises in many parts above a mere catalogue of works. 

Fraser comes out nobly in the article of “ ballast ;” there are no less 
than five political papers in one number; “ Persia,” “ French Affairs,” two 
on India and one on the “ Session of 1857.” ‘There is a critique upon Lord 
Dufferin’s “Letters from High Latitudes,” in which the contrast between the 
feats of the little English yacht, and the failures of the Reine Hortense and ts 
Princely commander is brought. prominently forward. ‘Tacked on to this 
paper is Lady Falkland’s “Chow Chow,” the reviewer's estimate of which 
We cannot endorse. The musical criticisms in the magaziue are always 
worthy of perusal, and the “Opera Season of 1857” is a discriminating 
Teview of the doings of both the houses. ‘The best paper in the magazine 
is that upon Mr. Smiles’s very interesting book, the “Life of George 
Stephenson, Railway Engineer.” The lives of such men—earnest, practical, 
successful—cannot be too often told; they stir the heart ke a trumpet. 

‘The TRatn has this month a very carefully-executed and faithiul portrait 
of Mr. J. B, Buckstone, with a critical and biographical paper by Mr, 
Edmund Yates. No one can object to any amount of praise being be- 
stowed upon so old and umiversal a favourite. Mr. Friswell’s “Sham Pam ph-

greatest nicety, or stop it altogether, Two dial indicators placed in juxta- 
position show the rate at which the ship is going, and the rate at which 
the cable is paying out ; and by a very simple coutrivance their speed is 
made to correspond, 
Shortly after one o'clock, a boat well manned was let down from the 
American vessel, and one of the paddle-box boats of the Leopard, with a 
crew, was placed immediately under the stern of the Niagara, when the 
Operation of paving ont the shore end of the cable commenced. His 
Excellency had disembarked in order to be at the place of landing in tine 
to reevive the cable on its being brought to shore. The proper complement 
having been cuiled in the boat, a second boat belonging to the Leopard 
took her place, to receive some of this cable, aud was succeeded by a boat 
juchanna, After the Susguehanna came a large steam tuz, 

ou the deck of which about as much of the cable was 
coiled as was placed in the other three boats. Meanwhile the register 
index of the machinery indicated to a yard the quantity coiled into each 
boat. As the boats were successively laden, they were connected with strony 
tow ropes, ind the Aduiralty steam vessel, the Advice, steamed up to tow 
themin, The A/cice lad ow board Mr. R tymond, master commandant ;

lantic Telegraph Company. In a few minutes the foremost boat touched 
ground, and the American sailors, assisted by men of the Susquehanna and 
Leopard, sprang, some on shore and others into the water, and seizing the 
end of the cable, rushed up with it upon the beach, Here they were met 
by the Lord-Lieutenant, to whom the cable was handed by Commander 
Pennock and Lieutenant Whiting of the Niagira. His Excellency seized 
the rope and puiled Justily at it for some minutes, not stopping until it had 
been curried a considerable distance up the shore. Several geutlemen, in- 
deed nearly all present, assisted in pulling up the cable—being eager to 
take part in so great a work, The rope was then deposited in a channel 
dug for that purpose, and its end brought into the tent, where the electric 
batteries were fixed. Ilis Excellency congratulated Commander Pennock 
on the success which had attended the commencement of the great work, to 
which he replied—*I trust that in the course of twenty days we will be 
able to announce the consummation of the marriage.”

Finally, we beseech Thee to implant within us a spirit of hu- 
mility aud childlike dependence upon Thee, and teach us to feel as well as to 
say, ‘If the Lord will, we shall do this or that.’

‘THE LATE DR. BLOMFIELD. 
16 70 years ago, a Mr. Charles Blomfield lived at Bury 
Kdmunds, in Suffolk, where he kept a private school. Th 
vis not aclergyman; he had not even taken a university de 
ree; but he was a hard-working, plodding man, and led hi 
pils info the pastures of sourd scholarship. Tn spite of the 
endowed grammar school of the town, Mr. Blomtield’s wademy rose avd 
we. If his teaching was successful with no other pupil, at all events 
vas not withont fruits in the case of Charles James Blomfield, his son, 
Miss Hester Pawsey, who first saw the light at Bary St. Edmunds, on 
e 20th of May, 1786. He received his early education at. first under his 
ier’s roof, and afterwards at the Grammar School of his native town, 
where he soon distinguished himself, [He rapidly rose to be head of the 


wool, and when he lett for Trinity College, Cambridge, in ISO4, great 


sere the hopes entertained of him. Nor were those hopes disappointed. 
He had been but a few months in residence at ‘Trinity, when he was 
elected by public competition to a scholar hip in his college—one of the 
andsomest feathers that can adorn the cap of a young man of twenty, in 
the way of University distinctions. ILlenceforth his rise was ‘ 
rapid. In 1805 he was the successful competitor for Sir 
William Browne’s Latin ode, and for the Greek ode in the { 
following year. In 1806 he was elected to a scholarship upon 
he foundation of Lord Craven, which was open to the 
whole University. Ile took his B.A. degree in 1808, when 
le came out in the mathematical tripos as third wrangler, the 
enior wranglership of the year being carried off by Mr. Henry 
Bickersteth, afterwards Lord Langdale and Muster of the 
Kolls. In the same year he was Senior Chincellor’s Medallist, 
thus carrying off the highest classical honour which the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge had to bestow in the absence of a 
classical tripos. In the following year he was chosen Fellow 
of his College. He did not, however, long retain his Fellows 
ship, as in 1810, he vacated it by his marriage with Anna 
Maria, daughter of William Heath, Esq. He had been but a 
lew years in Orders, when he was presented to the small 
iving of Dunton, in Bueks, which he held for a time only ;

‘0 Bath and Wells, and was offered to Dr. Blomfield by Lord 
Liverpool. Four years later he succeeded to the see of 
London, on the promotion of his old friend, Dr. Howley, to 
the Metroplitan See of Canterbury ; and at the same time he 
resigned Bishopsgate. In 1819, having been left some time a 
widower, he married Dorothy, daughter of Charles Cox, Esq., 
ind widow of T, Kent, Esq., by whom, as well as by his first

But though Dr. Blomfield thus early quitted the classic

We would add to this 
that it is more than disyraeeful; it is morally fraduient. Why keep up a 
casual ward for the accommodation of a dozen paupers, and exclusion of 
hundreds, unless it be considered advantageous to be able to reply, “O 
yes!” to an inquiry as to whether there exist’ casual wards at all? The 
subject would probably be, 
that ‘hey wish to economise the rates, which the parishioners pay most 
unwillingly. Very likely, and the reason why parochial rates are un- 
willingly paid, is founded upon the notorious ignorance, incomnetency, 
The reason is not 
wocharitatleness. A. tradesman, who, siting in the court, heard the 
facts, gave the boys a shilling each en their discharge by the magistrate.
